Would Give Power to Majority. 

Generally speaking, Representa- 
tive John M. Nelson, Republican, 
of Wisconsin, said, the Progres- 
sives would transfer the present 
power of the.steering committee 
to the majority of the House, 
which he“would accomplish by this 
procedure: 

The appointment of a special 
committee to revise the rules, this 
committee to report back in a 
specified time and its report to 
take precedence over all other 
business until adopted or reject- 
ed. 

A revision of the rules which 
will make possible replacement 
of the committee chairman who 
proves himself incompetent or 
neglectful of his duties, by a 
chairman who is competent and 
who will promptly discharge his 
responsibility: 

A rule making possible, upon 
filing of a petition signed by a 
specified number of House mem- 
bers, the calling up of a measure 
where the committee in charge 
of the measure has falled to re- 
port it. 

Such changes as will prevent 
the Committee on Rules from in- 
troducing a special rule prohibit- 
ing amendments by the members 
of the House. 

When the chairman of the 
Rules Committee has for 15 days 
failed to report to the House a 
measure on which the committee 
has acted, any member of the 
committee shall have the right to 
bring the measure and the report 
of the committee before the 
House. 

That the speaker of the House 
must, as far as possible, give a 
week’s notice of all business to be 
before the House, so the sudden 
calling up of surprise legislation 
on such short notice as to force 
action without mature delibera- 
tion will be prevented. 

The opportunities for amend- 
ment shall be made sufficient to 
afford every member desiring 
to offer amendments an ade- 
quate privilege, with five min- 
utes’ time in which to explain 
his améndment. 

That upon demand of one- 
fifth of the members present 
there shall be a recorded vote by 
the full membership of the House 
upon amendments rejected in 
the Committee of the Whole, so 
each member of the House will 
have to record his vote against 
as well as for amendments to 
measures. 

That a method shall be estab- 
lished whereby an _ individual 
member of the House shall be 
enabled to get required informa- 

. tion from any department of the 
Government upon his demand by 
resolution after the seven-day 
period now provided in the rules 
has expired, and during which 
the committee in charge of the 
resolution has failed to act.

If the Rules Committee 
does not Include them tin their re- 
port:to the House during the next 
80° days, they will. be presented 
from the floor, and, I am assured, 
after a careful survey, they will 
Rave a substantial majority.” 

The attitude of the Progressives. 
who délayed for several days the

‘an opportunity to revise the rules, 


is that it is useless to try to put 
through any legislative program 
until the present strangle-hold of 
the House oligarchy, made possi- 
ble by the rules, is broken. 

‘Tt has been demonstrated in re- 
cent Congresses that there is little 
hope for the enactment of con- 
servative legislation, such as the 
Progressives propose,” gaid Repre- 
sentative Nelson. ‘The first duty 
of the Congress is to effect such 
improvements in the House rules 
as will make possible the passage 
of proper legislation.” 

“The rules should be constantly 
changed to meet new conditions, 
simplified, in order that new mem- 
bers can take part in the pro- 
cedure ef the House without be- 
coming experts in the rules, moet 
of whom degenerate Into obstruc- 
tionists and political pests, delaying 
instead of aiding legislation,’ . de» 
clared Representative Fish.

Senator Copeland introduced the 
bill yesterday, after he had ex- 
hausted his resources to obtain 
permission for Mrs. Necha Dyno- 
withe, wife of a naturalized Amer- 
ican citizen, to remain in this coun- 
try. M. Dynowithe, her husband, 
has lived in New York for 13 years, 
but his final naturalization wag not 
completed until after the Cable law 
went into effect. Mrs. Dynowithe 
and her two sons, 14 and 16 years 
old, arrived at Ellis Island early 
this month. The two children 
were admitted, but the wife was de- 
tained on the island, as the author- 
ities claimed she is tubercular. 

The Dynowithe Case. 

Senator Copeland, who was 
Health Commissioner in New York 
before his election to the Senate. 
stated yesterday that the justice of 


the case is not affected by this | 
_point. He said his information was. 
'that Mrs. Dynowithe had suffered a 
‘severe cold aboard ship and that 
i'she had never known that she had 
tuberculosis. He said that the hus-{ 
' band had promised to put her ina 
private sanitarium if that seemed 
advisable. He added that Mrs. Dy- 
nowithe had eight brothers and 
sisters in this country, all Ameri- 
can citizens, who could take care of 
her and her children if anything 
happened to the fusband, while she 
had no relatives in Warsaw, the 
place to which she probably would 
be sent if deported. 

Prompt action probably will be 
taken on Senator Copeland’s bill, as 
he has obtained an extension of 30 
days from the Department of La- 
bor for retention of Mrs. Dynowithe 
on Ellis Island.
